The financial condition of the 
nations of western Europe is such 
that most of them would find ft 
impossible to finance their own re- 
armament. The possibility, how- 
ever slight, that a new arms race 
might divert funds from the Euro- 


European governments.

BERLIN, Oct: 2 (AP) — The 
|Western powers acted today in 
Berlin's newspaper war by order- 
ling German police into stations of 
‘the Russian-controlied elevated 
railway to protect sale of Western- 

newspapers. 

The Russians control the o 
tion of the railway but the West- 
ern officials have authority in sta- 
‘tions in the western gectors of 
'Berlin. The action was taken after 
ithe GCommunist-controlled railway 
‘police confiscated Western-lic- 
ensed papers from newsstands 
and from passengers. The seiz- 
ures had led to scattered fist 
fights between civilians and rail 
way police.

The newspaper war started when | 


the Russians establish@i a Red- 
controlled distribution monopoly, 
which barred Western papers 
from the Soviet sector of Berlin 
land the surrounding Soviet occu- 
‘pation sone of Germany.

Alliance Denounced. 

On the political front here, the 
official Soviet Army newspaper 
Taegliche Rundschau denounced 
the five-power western European 
military alliance as a “bluff at- 
tack organized by the imperialists 
to frighten people with weak 
nerves and weaken the position 
of friends of democratic peace and 
freedom.” 

The Soviet newspaper claimed, 
however, that the alliance will 
not work because “the American 
and Rritish plutocrats won't have 
‘any Buropean armies willing to 
‘fight for their imperialist inter- 
‘ests with American weapons.

PARIS, Oct. 2 (AP)-—The Se- 
curity Council is considering a re- 
quest from the acting estine 
mediator for additional su ito 
cope with “dis rd for the au- 
thority of the United Nations” by 
both Jews and Arabs, ; 

The Council yesterday received 
a cable from the acting mediator, 
Dr. Ralph J. Bunche, asking for 
action to halt a “disturbing ten- 
ost dency on the part of both Arabs 
and Jews to withhold co-opera- 
tion from the truce supervision 
organization and to place obstacles 
in the way of its effective co- 
opération.” 

A dispatch from Jerusalem said 
the U.N, Consular Truce Commis- 
sion also had cabled the Security 
Council accusing Palestine Jews 
of deliberately trying to discredit 
the commission and other U.N. 
agencies. The cable, signed by 
United States Consul General John 
J. Macdonald of St. Louis, Mo., 
as commission chairman, asserted 
there is a “deliberate Jewish cam- 
paign led by the (Jerusalem) mili- 
tary governor, Dr, Bernard Joseph, 
to discredit the Truce Commission 
and the acting mediator, Dr.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The evident injustice done to the five 
professors at Rolla School of Mines is 
directly due, I think, to the curator 
plan of government of the state's sys- 
tem of colleges and universities. 

T am not familiar with the board of 
curators at the University of Missouri. 
but I have observed closely the opera- 
tion of the board at one of the other 
state institutions of higher learning and 
it is inefficient. 


Board members are not paid anything 
bat and for that reason it is 
very difficult to obtain good men who 
will devote the large amount of, time 
essential to doing a good job. 

All too often the curator posts go te 
politica] hacks, elderly and even senile 
men, and others who want the posts for 
“honor” or for the influence it may 
yield in business contracts or campus 


As T observéd its operation, the board 
‘members leave the “details” to the presi- 
dent or dean and meet on the campus 
two or three times a year for a couple 
ef hours, proceeding to rubber-stamp 
everything the college administrator 
recommends. Those most vitally con- 
ecernéd, such as the students, alumni 
and faculty, are almost never consulted 
or given a hearing. The word of the 
president is taken for everything. 


This might be a satisfactory system

There is something deceptively simple 
about the idea of cutting down Government 
commodity supports to defeat inflation.

REICH WAR SCRAP 
ALLOTTED BRITISH 
U.S. STEEL FIRMS 


ers Give Indus- 
tries in Each Country 
Permission to Buy 500,- 
000 Tons of Metal. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP)-—~ 
An increase in American and Brit¢ 
ish steel production was in the 
offing today, under an agreement 
by the two governments giving 
their industries permission to buy 
500,000 tons each of war-wrecked 
metal from western Germany, In 
addition, 225,000 tons of the scrap 
also will be set aside for western 
European countries, mainly Italy, 
Belgium and Sweden, 

The announcement made in a 
statement yesterday  ex- 
pressed hope that German scrap 
shipments would total 2,000,000 
tons during the next year to make 
new steel products. The two pow- 
ers proposed setting up a commit- 
tee of the 16 Marshall plan nations 
and the United States to allocate 
future shipments from the former 
enemy country. 

Government officials termed the 
agreement one of major impor- 
tance, since it assures a new sup- 
ply of raw materials to the critical 
steel industries in both countries. 
Steel mills in the United States 
been using up a total of 
about 30,000,000 tons of scrap an- 
nually but have been unable to fill 
the huge postwar demand for stcel 
products. 

Ruhr Increase Still Planned. 

In making the announcement, 
the State Department emphasized 
that shipments from Germany 
would not jeopardize plans to in- 
crease steel] output in the strategie 
Ruhr industrial area because: “All 
scrap shipped from Germany will 
be in excess of the legitimate re- 
quirements of the bizone steel in- 
dustry.” 

The scrap, scattered over. wide 
sections of western Germany, is in 
the form of battle-wrecked indus- 
trial plants, railway installations, 
locomotives, steel girders, tanks 
and abandoned ships. Since the 
war’s end, only 63,000 tons of 
this has trickled to the United 
States. A committee of Govern- 
ment officials and American busi- 
ness men which toured Germany 
recently reported that 10,000,000 
tons of scrap could be obtained 
in Germany. 

The agreement, signed at Wash- 
ington, settled long-standing dif- 
ferences between Britain and the 
United States on steel scrap pro- 
curement in their zones. The ac- 
cord will prevent Britain from re- 
moving scrap from its zone .as 
“war booty” without consulting

While United States fans rate him as a ro- 
mantic Latin star, Pete doesn’t care for the 
label. “A good actor is like a bolt of cloth,” 
he said. “The director should be able to cut him 
into anything he desires—a vest, a whole suit 
or a circus tent. 

“T have played tragedy, comedy, melodrama, 
sophisticated types and cowboys. At first, 
Mexican directors tried to type me as a ‘city 
fellow,’ said I didn’t look like a charro (cowboy). 
Then I played one, and’ they started telling me

T secs among teachers in the 
public schools Where democ- 
raéy in education is a fine theory 
but tyranny in office is the prac- 
tice.

Also if the Hquid (either cold or 
at room temperature) is added to 
the creamed fat, sugar-egg mix- 
ture before flour is added that 
curdling is almost sure to follow. 

The wustal recommendation i 
cake recipes to add the flour mix- 
ture and milk alternately and to 
begin and end with flour there- 
fore serves to prevent curdling. 
Flour added to the creamed fat 
mixture binds the ingredients to- 
gether tightly enough that a simali 
amount of liqdid won't separate 
them. But even after there has 
been an addition of flour, too 
much milk or too cold milk will 
usually cause curdling. Therefore 
the recommendations of recent 
years to see that all cake ingre 
dients are at room temperature 


' peféfe starting to mix in order 


to produce the finest cake also 
prevents curdling.

Two cups cake flour, one tea- 
spoon soda, one-half teaspoon salt,

Sift flour, measure and réesift 
three times with soda, sait and 
cinnamon, Combine butter and 
other shortening and cream thor- 
oughly.

Add& flour mixture and 
buttermilk alternately in three or 
four portions, beginning and end.

Turm batter inte 
two eight-inch layér e¢ake tine 
lined with thin, plain paper in 
bottom. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) fot about’ 25 
minutes or until springy when 
lightly pressed with fingertips. 
Cool in pan five minutes, then 
turn out on cake racks, cool, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar or 
frost with Coffee Fruit Frosting.

One-third cup medium grind cef- 
fee, one cup water, one-quarter cup 
butter, two cups sifted sugar, 
firmly packed, one-quarter tea- 
spoon salt, two tablespoons 
chopped candied cherries, two 
tablespoons sliced blanched pis- 
tachios. Add coffee to water and 
heat just to boiling. Remove from 
heat immediately and tet stand 
two minutes.

(Never use left-over regular caf- 
fee. This strong iffusion is nee- 
essary for a good rich coffee 
flavor.) Cream butter until soft 
and smooth and gradually blend in 
sugar and salt. Slowly work in the 
fresh coffee infusion (about three 
tablespoons) until mixture is the 
proper consistency for spreading. 
Stir in cherries and pistachio nuts. 
Spread between layers and on top 
and sides of cake. Enough for two 
eight inch layers.
